Not alone in contribution of exhibits, 
but a pledge of hearty co-operation by 
nearly every county, and also from 
the border counties In California, from 
Inyo to Lassen. 


These pledges have not only come 


by letters, but personal representa- 
tives from all parts of the State and 
the adjoining counties named. 


The trustees were requested to ap- 


point a special committee on prepara- 
tion at once of some important stat- 
istics and facts to meet the many in- 
quiries of 
home-seekers and others 


looking for investments in the State. 


LESS COAL GOES 


TO CALIFORNIA 


The Decrease Owing to Extensive 


Use of Crude Petroleum on 


the Pacific Coast. 


The consumption of coal in Califor- 


nia during 1902 shows a shrinkage of 
389,187 tons from that of 1901, accord- 
ing to the January monthly report 
of J. W. Harrison, the San Francisco 
coal and iron broker whose reports 
are acepted as authority, "rtie situa- 
tion Is discussed with special reference 
to fuel oil, which not only prevented 
an otherwise great increase In coal 
consumption, but caused the decrease 
stated. The sources of the coal sup- 
plies of California during the year 
are stated as follows. 


British Columbia, 591,732 tons; Scot- 


land, 3.600 tons, 
Australia, 
197,328 


tons, 
England and 
Wales, 
95,621 


tons, eastern, sources, 
24.133 
tons; 


Seattle, Wash., 165,237 tons, Tacoma, 
Wash., 209358 tons, 
Mount 
Diablo, 


and Tesla, Gal., and Coos Bay, Or., 
111,209 tons- Japan and Rocky Moun- 
tain fields, 47,380 tons; total, 1,445,- 
598 tons. 
Australia, England 
and 


Wales are the only sources showing an 
increase. 
The total supply in 1901 


was 1,834,785 tons. 
Concerning this 


decrease the report says: 


"This ia no indication of the amount 


of fuel called for, as there has been a 
dally average of 18,000 barrels of oil 
drawn from Kern county alone dur- 
ing the year, which is actually less 
than one-half the total amount of oil 
sent to market from the entire State. 
With this Immense output for the year 
It is singular that so much coal has 
been called into requisition. 
Never 


in the hl&tory of California have we 
consumed for steam and domestic pur- 
poses over 1,900,000 tons, whereas this 
year our fuel requirements foot up 
over twice this amount. There can- 
not be a more infallible index of pros- 
perity than fuel, hence 1902 must be 
chronicled as the banner year for Cal- 
ifornia. 


"Factories of all characters are run- 


ning full time, and the major portion 
of them are now in arrears with their 
orders. This signifies 
an 
immense 


consumption of crude 
materials of 


every denomination,a number of which 
has heretofore come to us in the man- 
ufactured shape, simply because our 
high-cost fuel precluded home man- 
ufacture. 
Thousands of skilled and 


ordinary laborers now find continuous 
employment who would be seeking po- 
sitions If unaided by low-priced fuel. 
Everything that moves, or is made, 
emanates from fuel; the cheaper the 
same is, the more the latitude Is af- 
forded for an outlet for the products 
of our metals and our woods, which 
are manifold. To meet the oil com- 
petition, the prices of coal have been 
marked down, so that 
profits 
are 


finessed very closely. For household 
uses coal values have been well sus- 
tained, and will remain so until some 
safe method may be devised whereby 
oil can be declared Itself a substU 
tute." 


The total quantity of coke received 


by water amounted to 64,916 tons, as 
against 34,533 tons in 1901. 
Nearly 


50 per cent of this has been shipped 
from Great Britain, 18,000 tons from 
Belgulm and Germany, and the bal- 
ance from British Columbia and Aus- 
tralia. 
Considerable 
has 
been re- 


ceived by rail, but as this has been 
delivered direct to interior consumers 
it is impossible to approximate these 
figures. 


The total imports of pig iro» by 


water aggregated 28.768 tons; of this 
26,852 tons were foreign, 75 per cent 
of which were shipped from England 
and the balance from Scotland and 
Belgium. 
The total amount of pig 


iron received in 1901 only amounted 
to 8478 tons.
